Each primary enclosure housing cats must contain a resting guriace cr 
Eurl^Cas^ that, in the aggregate, are targe enough Id hold all [he -OCCupanls ol the primary enclosure at the saiHe llrtiie 
comfortably The restng surfaces must be elevated, impervious to moisture, and be aWe to be easi^ cleaned and 
sanitized, or easily replaced when soiled gr worn. Low resting eurfaces that [;1 q not alkiw the space under Ihem lo be 
comlortably ocoupied by the animal will be counted as pan of lh& floor space.'' 

Although plastic sloola were obtained lor the cat cages, they are not large enough lor the cate lo comfortably lie on 
them. The stools measure i r X 8.5" arid are 7.5" high. The one cat present loday is 17'' long, so he can only sit on 
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Ihe sJotI. Resling surfaces are te be large enough few the cats lo ^ee^ on them eomfedaWy. 
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
